SUMMARY.  New  orders  for  manufactured  goods  in  November 
increased  $7.9  billion  or  4.1  percent  to  $200.4  billion. 
The  increase  was  largely  attributable  to  large  defense 
orders  and  orders  for  nondurable  goods. 

Shipments  of  manufactured  goods  increased  $2.0  billion  or 
1.0  percent  to  $198.2  billion.  Nondurable  goods  increased 
2.6  percent;  durable  goods  declined  0.2  percent.  Unfilled 
orders  for  manufactured  goods  increased  $2.2  billion  or  0.6 
percent  to  $367.1  billion.  About  two-thirds  of  the  increase 
resulted  from  defense  orders.  Excluding  defense,  the  orders 
backlog  was  up  0.2  percent. 

Inventories  held  by  manufacturers  increased  $0.6  billion  or 
0.2  percent  in  November  to  $276.6  billion.  Both  the  durable 
and  nondurable  goods  sectors  were  up  0.2  percent.  By  stage 
of  fabrication,  the  inventory  increase  was  concentrated  in 
finished  goods,  which  were  up  1.4  percent.  Materials  and 
supplies  decreased  0.2  percent  and  work  in  process  declined 
0.4  percent. 

NEW  ORDERS.  Over  two-thirds  of  the  $7.9  billion  increase  in 
manufacturers'  orders  occurred  in  the  durable  goods  sector. 
Orders  for  durable  goods  were  up  $5.7  billion  or  5.5  percent 
to  $109.3  billion,  following  a  4.7  percent  decline  in 
October.  Both  months  were  heavily  influenced  by  orders  for 
defense  capital  goods.  Excluding  defense,  durable  goods 
orders  in  November  were  up  0.3  percent  and  in  October  down 
1 .3  percent . 

Within  the  major  industry  categories,  the  largest  increases 
were  in  transportation  equipment,  up  $4.2  billion  or  15.9 
percent  to  $30.3  billion,  and  nonelectrical  machinery,  up 
$1.9  billion  or  12.2  percent  to  $17.1  billion.  Defense 
orders  caused  the  increase  in  transportation  equipment; 
excluding  defense,  transportation  equipment  orders  were  down 
6.3  percent.  Increases  within  the  nonelectrical  machinery 
category  were  widespread  with  the  largest  in  engines  and 
turbines  and  office  and  computing  equipment. 

New  orders  for  nondurable  goods  increased  $2.2  billion  or 
2.5      percent      to     $91.1      billion.  The      largest      industry 

increases  were  in  petroleum  and  tobacco  products. 


SHIPMENTS.  The  increase  in  November  in  manufacturers' 
shipments  resulted  from  increases  in  nondurable  goods 
industries.  In  total,  nondurables  were  up  $2.3  billion  or 
2.6  percent  to  $91.0  billion.  Nearly  half  of  the  increase 
was  in  the  petroleum  products  industries,  up  $0.9  billion  or 
9.2  percent  to  $11.1  billion;  petroleum  has  been  on  a  sharp 
downward  trend  during  most   of  this  year. 

Shipments  of  durable  goods  in  November  decreased  $0.3 
billion  or  0.2  percent  to  $107.2  billion.  The  largest 
decline  was  in  transportation  equipment,  down  $0.6  billion 
or  2.1  percent  to  $27.7  billion;  most  of  the  decrease  was  in 
motor  vehicle  and  parts.  The  largest  increase  was  in 
electrical  machinery,  up  $0.7  billion  or  4.2  percent  to 
$17.6  billion. 

UNFILLED  ORDERS.  About  three-fourths  of  unfilled  orders 
held  by  manufacturers  are  for  capital  goods.  In  November, 
the  backlog  of  orders  for  capital  goods  increased  $2.4 
billion  or  0.9  percent  to  $281.5  billion;  $1.7  billion  of 
that  increase  was  in  the  defense  category.  Unfilled  orders 
for  nondefense  capital  goods  increased  $0.7  billion  or  0.6 
percent  to  $131.7  billion;  the  aircraft  and  parts  industry 
accounted  for  most  of  the  increase.  Unfilled  orders  for 
noncapital    goods  industries  were  unchanged  from  October. 

INVENTORIES.  The  increase  in  durable  goods  inventories  in 
November  of  0.2  percent  was  mostly  in  transportation 
equipment,  largely  motor  vehicles  and  parts.  In  nondurable 
goods,  also  up  0.2  percent,  increases  in  chemicals  and 
rubber  and  plastics  more  than  offset  a  decline  in  food 
products. 

The  inventory  to  shipments  ratio  in  November  was  1.40,  in 
October  1.41,  and  September  1.41. 

SCHEDULED  RELEASE  DATES.  The  advance  report  on  durable 
goods  for  December  is  scheduled  for  release  on  January  27, 
1987  at  8:30  a.m.  and  the  full  report  on  February  3,  1987  at 
10:00  a.m.

The  defense 
data  are  comparable  to  those  published  annually  in  the  MA-175,  Shipments  to  Federal  Government  Agencies.

o  Concurrent  seasonal  adjustment  of  the  M3  data  series  will  begin.   Concurrent  seasonal 
adjustment   uses  all  available  unadjusted  estimates,  including  the  current  month,  to 
calculate  seasonal  factors  for  generating  the  seasonally  adjusted  data  series.   Several 
industry  categories  will  no  longer  be  adjusted,  due  to  lack  of  seasonal  variation  in  the 
series.   For  these  series,  unadjusted  data  will  be  Included  in  both  the  seasonally  adjusted 
and  unadjusted  aggregates. 

o   Inventory  data  will  be  valued  on  a  current  cost  (or  pre-LIFO)  basis.   Currently,  the 

inventory  data  are  reported  at  book  value  usin^  any  generally  accepted  method  of  accounting 
(FIFO,  LIFO,  etc.). 

o  The  household  durable  goods  series  will  be  eliminated  from  the  advance  report  and  several 
series  will  be  eliminated  from  the  regular  report  because  they  do  nor  meet  publication 
standards. 

o  Data  for  3  months  ago  will  be  replaced  by  data  for  the  current  month  1  year  ago. 

o  An  annual  report  including  data  for  1982-1986  will  be  issued  prior  to  the  February  advance 
report  on  durable  goods.   This  report  will  contain  revisions  to  the  monthly  data  to  reflect 
benchmarking  to  the  1982  Census  of  Manufactures  and  1983-1985  Annual  Surveys  of  Manufactures, 
corrections  to  monthly  data  for  reports  received  too  late  for  inclusion  in  the  monthly 
publications,  and  updating  of  seasonal  factors.
